To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  town  and 
apply  upon  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  town  debt. 

Art.  4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  building  and  repairing  of  highways, 
bridges  and  culverts. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $100.00  for  Senator  Grimes  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  to  be  used 
Memorial  Day. 

Art.  6  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  highways. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $500.00  for  the  support  of  the  Fuller  Public  Library. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
sum  of  $400.00  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  control 
of  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  town. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $500.00  to  be  applied  on  the  salary  of  the  district 
nurse. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
bequest  of  $100.00  from   the  will   of  the   late   Chas.   H. 
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Danforth,  which  reads  as  follows:  First,  to  said  town  of 
Hillsborough  I  give  and  bequeath  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  to  be  held  in  trust  by  said  town  through  its 
trust  fund  committee,  and  the  income  thereof  to  be  used 
annually  in  the  care  and  maintenance  of  that  cemetery 
lot  and  the  monuments  and  markers  thereon,  in  Pine 
Hill  Cemetery  in  said  town  of  Hillsborough,  where  my 
sister  is  buried. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Hillsborough,  N.  H., 
will  accept  from  Garret  T.  Townsend,  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars  ($200)  as  a  trust  fund  the  income  of  said 
trust  fund  to  be  used  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
Emerson  Lot  in  Pine  Hill  Cemetery.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  change  the  grade  of  the  northerly  side  of 
Central  Square  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  $250,  defray- 
ing the  expense  of  so  doing  from  the  regular  highway 
and  sidewalk  appropiiatlons;  or  take  any  action  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
that  part  of  the  highway  known  as  the  Keene  Road, 
on  Federal  Route  No.  9,  which  lies  between  the  Antrim- 
Hillsborough  town  line  and  the  westerly  side  of  the  high- 
way leading  from  the  Fred  J.  Gibson  dwelling  to  the 
Morse,  formerly  Inman,  dwelling,  also  that  highway 
leading  from  the  Keene  Road,  on  Federal  Route  No.  9  and 
joining  the  westerly  side  of  the  highway  leading  from 
the  Fred  J.  Gibson  dwelling  to  the  Morse,  formerly  the

To  the  School  Board  of  the  Hillsboro  Town   District:  — 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the 
year  1923-1924  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 

Miss  Edythe  Crooker,  Miss  Susan  Pierce  and  Mrs. 
Belle  Bennett  returned  to  the  positions  they  held  the  pre- 
vious year,  at  the  Upper  Village.  Lower  Village,  and 
Bear  Hill  respectively.  During  the  year  Mrs.  Bennett 
resigned  and  Mrs.  Marion  Evans  succeeded  her.  Mrs. 
Murdo  moved  from  the  Center  and  succeeded  Miss  Dole  at 
the  Flat  School.  Mrs.  Georgianna  Severance  came  to  the 
Merrill  School  from  a  Deering  school  at  a  slight  increase 
in  salary.  Miss  Rowena  Wade  succeeded  Miss  Dolly 
Crane  at  the  Goodell  School,  and  Miss  Ruth  Brown  fol- 
lowed Mrs.  Murdo  at  the  Center. 

The  State  Board  has  three  forms  of  certification  of 
its  teachers,  one  of  which  a  person  must  possess  in  order 
to  hold  a  regular  teaching  position.  The  lowest  form  is 
a  PERMIT,  given  for  a  limited  time,  to  one  not  meeting 
the  minimum  requirements,  but  wdio  for  one  reason  or 
another,  is  the  best  available  candidate  for  a  given  posi- 
tion. The  next  higher  form  is  a  LICENSE,  given  to  those 
who  meet  the  minimum  requirements,  but  who  are  ex- 
pected to  fit  themselves  to  receive  the  highest  form  of 
certification.  The  highest  form  is  the  CERTIFICATE, 
given  to  those  who  meet  all  the  requirements.  Of  the 
eight  who  taught  for  us  this  year,  one  holds  a  certificate, 
six  had  licenses,  and  one  was  given  a  permit. 

Mrs.  Bennett,  Miss  Pierce  and  Mrs.  Severance  have 
attended  summer  Normal  sessions,  Miss  Brown  attended 
Keene  Normal  School,  Miss  Crooker,  the  Dewey  Training 
School,  Mrs.  Wade  was  graduated  from  Iowa  State  Col- 
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lege,  and  an  Illinois  Normal  School,  and  Mrs.  Evans  was 
graduated  from  New  Hampshire  University.  Miss  Brown 
was  the  only  inexperienced  teacher,  the  others  having 
had  teaching  experience  ranging  from  one  to  24  years, 
averaging  ly^  years.  Of  this  experience  73%  was 
gained  in  this  district. 

The  teachers'  payroll  amounted  to  $4,920.  Miss 
Brown,  because  of  her  inexperience  receives  $600,  and 
the  others  each  receive  $720  per  year. 

The  enrollment  by  schools  was  as  follows: — Lower 
Village  35,  Upper  Village  26,  Merrill  24,  Flat  14,  Goodell 
12,  Center  11  and  Bear  Hill  9.  This  makes  a  total  of  131, 
but  pupils  changed  from  one  school  to  another,  counted 
twice  in  the  above  statement,  leaving  a  total  of  127.  The 
grade  enrollment  was: — 1st.  grade  25,  2nd.  grade  18,  3rd. 
grade  24,  4th.  grade  15,  5th.  grade  13,  6th.  grade  10,  7th. 
grade  10,  8th.  grade  12. 

Among  these  127  children  there  were  125  cases  of 
tardiness,  which  is  a  good  record  for  the  district  as  a 
whole,  being  less  than  one  case  per  pupil.  The  two  ex- 
treme cases,  however,  must  be  mentioned.  There  were 
no  cases  of  tardiness  for  the  whole  year  at  the  Bear 
Hill  School.  The  childien  and  parents  as  well  as  the 
teacher  are  to  be  congratulated  for  this  perfect  record. 
On  the  other  hand,  one  third  of  all  the  cases,  42,  were  at 
the  Goodell  School.  This  was  31/2  cases  per  pupil  and  is 
a  very  poor  record.  The  percent  of  attendance  was 
good,  varying  from  89"^^  at  the  Lower  Village  to  96%  at 
the  F'lat  and  Bear  Hill. 

The  Honor  Roll  of  perfect  attendance  contains  the 
names  of  four  pupils.  Miss  Evelyn  Merrill,  of  the  Merrill 
School,  Miss  Alice  Ryley  and  Leonard  Ryley  of  the  Bear 
Hill  School,  and  Lewis  Cutter  of  the  Lower  Village. 

The  Medical  Examiner's  Report  shows  a  large 
number  of  cases  of  ill  health.  Thirty  cases  of  adenoids 
and   hypertrophied    tonsils,    29    cases    of   defective   teeth, 
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iuul  14  witli  (let'eetive  vision.  That  one  fourth  of  our 
children  should  have  adenoids,  hypertrophic  I  tonsils  an  I 
defective  teeth,  and  one  ninth  defective  vision,  is  a  seri- 
ous condition,  which  should  have  the  immediate  atten- 
tion of  parents.  As  far  as  we  know  only  six  of  these 
cases  have  been  treated. 

The  school  records  show  five  visit  i  made  by  mem- 
bers of  the  school  board,  and  107  by  the  Supt.,  averaging 
slightly  more  than  15  visits  to  each  teacher.  260  visits 
were  made  by  parents  and  others,  ranging  from  22  at 
the  Goodell  School  to  47  at  the  Merrill  and  Flat  Schools. 

^  The  Maine  Club  of  Hillsboro  gave  three  prizes  for 
excellence  in  Arithmetic  to  pupils  of  the  Hillsboro  Town 
and  the  Hillsboro  Special  School  Districts  and  the  first 
the  second  prizes  were  won  by  pupils  from  this  district. 
Frances  Craige  received  the  first  prize  and  Dallas  Cutter, 
tiie  second  prize.

To  the  Hillsboro  Special  District  School  Board:  — 

The  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  year  1923-1924  is  herewith  respectfully  sub- 
mitted:— 

Three  of  our  eleven  teachers  began  their  work  with 
us  this  year.  Harold  C.  Bowley,  a  University  of  Vermont 
graduate,  with  three  years'  teaching  experience,  suc- 
ceeded Stuart  M.  Stoke  as  Headmaster,  Mr.  Stoke  leaving 
to  take  graduate  work  at  Harvard.  Miss  Edith  L.  Millet, 
an  Oberlin  graduate  with  no  experience  as  a  teacher,  fol- 
lowed Miss  Mary  J.  Sanderson;  and  Miss  Gertrude  Samp- 
son, of  the  Plymouth  Normal  School,  who  had  substitute:! 
for  Miss  Hilda  Chilson,  succeeded  her  as  head  of  the 
Domestic  Science  Department.  The  other  members  of 
the  school  faculty  are  the  same  as  last  year. 

All  our  grade  teachers  have  the  highest  form  of 
recognition  from  the  State  Dept.  of  Education,  certifi- 
cates, while  our  high  school  teachers  have  temporary 
licenses.  This  is  not  because  they  are  not  so  well  elu- 
cated,  but  because,  having  been  here  a  much  shorter 
time,  they  have  not  yet  taken  examinations  for  certifi- 
cates. Three,  at  least,  of  the  high  school  teachers  are 
looking  forward  to  receiving  certificates  soon. 

The  average  experience  of  our  high  school  teachers 
is  three  years,  with  an  average  of  less  than  a  year  with 
us,  while  our  grade  teachers  have  an  average  experience 
of  16  years,  with  10  years  in  this  school.  This  long  term 
of  office  has  had  a  good  effect  on  the  work  of  our  pupils, 
as  was  shown  by  some  state  wide  tests  to  be  mentioned 
later. 

We  have  a  total  enrollment  of  285,  89  of  whom  are 
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in  the  high  school.  Ten  years  ago  when  9  %  of  the  school 
children  in  New  Hampshire  were  in  high  schools,  29%  of 
ours  were  in  our  high  school,  and  this  year  an  even  high- 
er percent,  31%  are  found  there.  Also,  76%  of  the  eighth 
grade  graduates  entered  high  school  and  65%  of  our  high 
school  graduates  continued  their  education. 

The  percent  of  attendance  was  high,  being  96.4%. 
There  w^ere  190  cases  of  tardiness  among  the  285  pupils, 
about  2-3  of  a  case  per  pupil.  That  is  satisfactory,  as  3 
cases  per  pupil  is  considered  the  limit  beyond  which  we 
should  no^  pass.

The  records  show  11  visits  from  members  of  the 
School  Board,  and  314  by  parents  and  others.  The  Super- 
intendent made  239  visits,  slightly  more  than  26  visits 
per  teacher. 

The  number  of  awards  and  prizes  given  to  our  pupils 
for  excellence  along  certain  lines  of  work  has  increased 
by  one  this  year.  The  subject  of  the  Prize  Essays  open 
to  pupils  of  the  High  School,  was  "Better  Homes  in 
America."     The  prize  winners  were:  — 

Hazel  Halladay,  First  Prize. 
Marian  Brown,  Second  Prize. 
Katherine  Wadleigh,  Third  Prize. 

The  Scholarship  was  awarded  to  Marjorie  A.  Holden, 
who  has  entered  the  University  of  Michigan.  The  new 
prize  was  given  by  the  Maine  Club  of  Hillsboro,  and  con- 
sisted of  three  prizes,  of  $5,  $2,  $1  respectively,  and  was 
awarded  for  excellence  in  Arithmetic  among  pupils  of 
the  eighth  grade  in  the  Hillsboro  Town  and  the  Hillsboro 
Special  Districts.  The  first  two  prizes  went  to  pupils  in 
the  town  district,  and  the  third  prize  was  awarded  to 
Norman  Murdough  in  our  eighth  grade. 

Miss  Gile  followed  up  the  medical  examinations 
very  carefully,  and  the  report  shows  too  large  a  number 
of  certain  defects.  There  were  137  cases  of  defective 
teeth,  88  cases  of  hypertrophied  tonsils,  21  cases  of  de- 
fective vision  and  78  cases  of  enlarged  glands.     The  last 
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item  is  unusually  large  and  it  would  be  well  to  find  out 
the  cause  of  its  frequency. 

Your  superintendent  has  given  each  year  a  series  of 
Standard  Tests,  in  every  case  with  gratifying  results,  and 
he  was  pleased  when  the  State  Dept.  of  Education  de- 
cided to  give  certain  standard  tests  in  fundamentals  to 
the  tenth  grade  in  all  high  schools  in  the  State.  The 
tests  were  given  in  January,  and  the  results  in  our  school 
were  satisfactory,  but  it  was  thought  that  the  average 
for  the  state  as  a  whole  was  too  low,  and  it  was  an- 
nounced that  similar  tests  would  be  given  in  June.  We 
were  advised  to  give  special  drill  in  the  fundamentals 
between  January  and  June.  We  did  very  little  extra 
drilling  for  the  second  test,  as  it  was  a  part  of  our  regu- 
lar procedure.  However,  our  pupils  did  better  in  June 
than  in  January. 

The    figures    below    refer    to    Addition,    Subtraction, 
Multiplication  and  Division,  in  that  order,  in  each  case. 
There   were  given,    19,    15,    20,    15.      Total    69    examples. 
We  scored  18.2,  14.7,  19.1,  14.     Total  66. 
Score  for   all   schools   16.9,   13.8,    15.8,    11.3.      Total    57.8. 

From  this  it  is  easily  seen  that  our  pupils  did  bet- 
ter than  the  average  for  the  State  as  a  whole,  and  the 
sum  of  our  points,  66,  was  better  than  that  of  any  other 
school. 

The  results  of  the  June  tests  follows:  — 
We  scored  19,  15,  20,  14.6.     Total  68.6. 
Score  for  all  schools  18,  14.4,  17.4,  12.8.     Total  62.6. 

This  time,  also  we  exceeded  the  state  score  in  each 
subject,  and  our  total  of  68.0  was  again  the  highest  in 
the  state.  What  we  have  said  refers  to  Arithmetic.  Tests 
were  also  given  in  Spelling,  and  although  we  did  better 
than  the  average  for  the  State,  we  did  not  lead  in  that 
subject.  97  schools  took  the  tests,  and  four  schools  stood 
higher  in  January  and  nine  higher  in  June.  However, 
we  think  another  chance  would  show  improvement  there. 
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The  Graiuiuar  School  graduation  exercises  were  held 
on  Friday,  June  13,  in  the  High  School  room,  the  Honor 
pupils  being  Velna  Kelso,  Margaret  Stinson  and  William 
Proctor.  The  High  School  graduation  exercises  were 
held  in  Child's  Opera  House  on  Thursday  evening  June 
12,  Marjorie  Holden  being  the  Valedictorian,  and  Lester 
Landon  the  Salutatorian.  Some  felt  that,  as  the  high 
school  classes  increased  in  size,  it  was  not  best  to  have 
all  members  take  part  in  the  exercises,  and  at  the  request 
of  the  class  the  matter  was  taken  up  by  the  Board.  After 
consideration  and  conference,  it  was  decided  that  the 
School  Board  and  Supt.,  the  Faculty  and  the  Class  should 
each  select  two  to  take  part  in  the  exercises.  The  Board 
and  Supt.  decided  that  whoever  were  the  two  highest  in 
rank  for  the  four  years  should  be  their  choice,  the  class 
selected  one  for  the  Prophecy  and  one  for  the  Will,  and 
the  Faculty  selected  the  remaining  two.  It  seemed  to  be 
the  general  opinion  that  it  was  well  to  limit  the  number 
of  parts,  and  the  method  by  which  it  was  done  may  or 
may  not  have  been  the  best  way,  but  it  seemed  to  be  to 
those  who  considered  the  matter  at  that  time. 

Two  years  ago  we  spoke  of  the  small  number  of  pu- 
pils taking  Latin.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  the  number 
has  increased.  We  also  mentioned  that  there  were  but 
few  visitors  to  the  High  School.  In  this  respect  also 
there  has  been  an  improvement,  as  two  years  ago  there 
were  but  12  visitors  at  the  High  School,  while  this  year 
there  were  86. 

Visitors  are  always  welcome.  Your  presence  is  an  en- 
couragement.
